You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Loudon on Tuesday, the Twelfth day of March, next at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to allow 2% discount on 
all property taxes paid within thirty days after presentation 
Or tax pul: 


4. ‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and the Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums of 
money not to exceed in the aggregate more than 75% of the 
anticipated amount to be collected in taxes for the current 
municipal year, and to issue in the name and on the credit 
of the Town of Loudon negotiable notes, therefor, said 
notes to be paid in 1963 from taxes collected during the 
current municipal year. 


5. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 for the Capital Reserve Fund. 


6. ‘To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
purchase a right of way across a portion of land belonging 
to Mrs. Mildred McKenzie and to raise and appropriate 
a sum not exceeding $100.00 to purchase the same. ‘The 
purpose is to improve and reduce the cost of construction 
on the Lower Ridge Road.

7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not exceeding three hundred dollars ($300.00) to 
purchase a War Memorial in honor of Veterans of All Wars; 
to be erected at the triangle at the junction of Routes 106 
and 129. 


8. ‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to use the available Capital Reserve Fund to go towards 
the purchase of a tractor loader for the Highway Depart- 
ment. 


9. ‘To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a sum 
not exceeding $12,000.00 (minus the available Capital Re- 
serve Fund, if passed in Article No. 8) to purchase a tractor 
loader for the Highway Department, said sum to be raised 
by the issuance of bonds in the name and on the credit of 
the Town and to delegate to the Selectmen the decisions of 
fixing the date, maturities, denominations, interest rate, 
form and other details of said bonds and of procuring for 
the sale thereof. (The Selectmen suggest repayments at the 
rate of $2,000.00 per year.) 


10. ‘To see if the ‘Town will vote to require a building 
permit for the location and erection of any building, struc- 
ture, or other cover to be used for human habitation within 
the limits or boundaries of the incorporated ‘Town of 
Loudon, as proposed by the Planning Board and printed 
in the ‘Town Report. 


11. To see if the ‘Town will vote to replace the present 
lights on 106 from the Chichester Road to Jagemann’s 
Corner with the new mercury lights similar to the light in 
front of the Fire Station. The increased cost would be 
$265.00 per year. 

12. ‘To see if the ‘Town will vote to increase the budget 
for the Loudon Center Cemetery from $75.00 to $150.00 so 
that the older section can be given adequate care. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital 
Reserve Fund under the provisions of Chapter 35 of the 
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Revised Statutes Annotated for the purpose of the acqui- 
sition of Fire Department Vehicles and equipment as they 
become obsolete or in need of replacement. 


14. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for the Capital Reserve Fund as set forth in 
Article No. 13. 


15. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of three hundred dollars ($300.00) for the purpose 
of surfacing the area between the Maxfield Public Library 
and the existing paved surface adjacent to the Loudon Fire 
Station, and further, providing a paved sidewalk from the 
rear of the library to the front entrance thereof.

The Planning Board held regular monthly meetings 
throughout the year, and in addition members attended 
various state and regional meetings having to do with 
planning. 

Our main efforts during the past year have been devoted 
to the naming of streets and roads, the erection of street 
signs, and the preparation of a town directory. The Chair- 
man, William H. Brown has carried the principal burden 
for that project. As will be observed many of the street 
signs have been erected, and are proving their worth every 
day. It is expected that the Town Directory will be printed 
and ready for distribution on or about ‘Town Meeting day. 
The paid advertisements in the directory should provide 
enough funds so that the entire project will cost the town 
little or nothing. 

The Planning Board is concerned as to the need for a 
zoning ordinance, or at least a building code that will 
protect the interests of our townspeople. Any expression of 
ideas, suggestions or advice from the taxpayer would be 
most welcome. 

The members of the board wish to take this occasion to 
thank the selectmen for their cooperation and support 
throughout the year. Every meeting has been attended by 
at least two of the selectmen. ‘This evidence of their interest 
has been most encouraging.

Office of Planning Board 


To see if the ‘Town will vote to require a building per- 
mit for the location and erection of any building, structure, 
or other cover to be used for human habitation within the 
limits or boundaries of the incorporated town of Loudon. 
Such building permit to be issued by the selectmen upon 
application by the person or parties desiring to locate, 
build, or erect such building, structure, or cover. The fee 
for the issuance of a permit shall be $5.00, payable to the 
selectmen of the ‘Town of Loudon. All fees so collected shall 
be deposited to the credit of the Town of Loudon. 

The selectmen shall not issue the permit hereinbefore 
described if the proposed building, structure, or other cover 
contains less than 200 square feet of floor surface, inside 
measurements, exclusive of garage and storage space other 
than ordinary household closets. ‘The lot on which the 
building, structure, or other cover is to be located shall 
have a minimum road frontage of fifty feet and a minimum 
lot depth of one hundred feet. ‘The said building, structure, 
or other cover shall be set back a minimum of ten feet from 
the road. Sanitation facilities shall conform to the rules and 
regulations of the New Hampshire Board of Health. 

For the purpose of this ordinance moble homes and 
trailers used for human habitation shall be considered as 
buildings, structures, or other cover and shall conform to 
all the requirements of this ordinance. 

Any building, structure, or other cover built or erected 
as authorized by this ordinance shall be completed as to 
exterior work which shall mean the application of suitable 
siding, shingling, or other commonly accepted material 
within a period of two years from date of the permit. The 
installation of sanitation facilities must be completed 
within a period of three months from the date on which 
the building, structure, or other cover is first used for 
human habitation. 

Penalty: Any violation of this ordinance, including 
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failure to obtain a permit prior to commencement of work 
or erection of such a building, structure, or other cover, 
and on convictions of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be fined not more than ($10.00) ten dollars for each day 
the violation shall exist after notification. 

Enforcement of this ordinance shall be the duty of the 
selectmen of the said ‘Town of Loudon who shall direct the 
Town Constable to enter complaint in the Municipal 
Court of said Town, or other court having jurisdiction and 
enforce compliance with this ordinance. This ordinance 
may be amended by a majority vote at any ‘Town Meeting. 

This ordinance shall take effect on May Ist, 1963.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 1962 


Your Fire Department answered 36 calls in 1962. Mutual 
Aid 9, brush and grass 8, chimney 3, buildings 3, false 
alarms 3, no permit fires 2, accident 1, oil burner 1, motor 
vehicle 1, investigations 2. We had assistance under Mutual 
Aid 4 times. 

Loss from fire was held to a negligible amount in 1962. 
Two buildings caught fire, but fast response and efficient 
work of Loudon firemen held loss to a minimum. 

The Tank truck in the Ridge Station is now equipped 
with ladders, spot lights and radio. 

The Ridge Station is now insulated, effecting a sub- 
stantial saving in fuel oil.

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FOREST FIRE WARDENS REPORT 


Your Fire Department answered 8 calls for brush and grass 
fires in 1962. ‘Two fires in high hazard areas, during dry 
windy weather required help from out of Town. 

Carelessly set man caused fires can be prevented if every 
citizen remembers his responsibility in regard to any source 
of fires in the open. We can help to keep our fire loss low 
by remembering a few simple rules. 

Obtain a permit to burn from the Forest Fire Warden. 

Dispose of burnable waste at the Town dump. 

When burning have sufficient help and equipment at 
hand to control the fire. 

Be sure your fire is dead out before leaving it. 

If your fire should get out of control, report to your fire 
department promptly and fight it until help arrives. 

There is potential danger when matches fall into the 
hands of children. It is never to early for parents to instill 
in the child’s mind a respect for fire. 

Residents of the Ridge area may obtain burning permits 
from Deputy Warden Royal Page.

Article 5. On motion by Raymond Cummings the salaries 
of school board, truant officer and officers or agents of the 
district were adopted to remain the same. 

Article 6. The auditors’ certificate by C. A. Brinkmann 
and G. B. Smith was read and accepted. 

Committe on consolidated schools was represented by 
Harold Hill. Recommendation was given that said com- 
mittees be allowed to remain in operation until some future 
date when near-by towns may be more favorable toward idea.

Arthur Austin moved that the number on the 
petition be established as 5 names as required for minimum 
state requirements when filing a petition instead of paying 
filing fee. 

The time of polls to be open and any other necessary acts 
will be determined and posted in due time before next 
meeting. The standard of 7 business days before meeting 1s 
considered time limit for filing. 

Raymond Cummings moved that the next annual meeting 
of the school district of the town of Loudon be held the 
Saturday before town meeting at the ‘Town Hall at 7:30 
P. M. March 1963. 

Meeting closed at 9:30 P. M.

2. ‘Yo choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the en- 
suing three years. 


4. ‘To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. ‘To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any 
other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. ‘To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in rela- 
tion to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. ‘To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
school district officials and agents, and for the payment of 
statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize the 
application against said appropriation of such sums as are 
estimated to be received from the state foundation aid fund 
together with other income; the school board to certify to 
the selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by 
taxes by the town. 


9. To see if the school district will vote to establish a 
capital reserve fund in the amount of $3,000.00 for the 
financing of additional elementary school facilities, such 
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reserve fund to be created in accordance with RSA Chapter 
35 and any amendments relating thereto. 


10. To see if the school district will authorize the School 
Board to accept contract proposals and enter into contracts 
for a period of not more than five years for the transporta- 
tion of elementary school children. 


11. To see if the voters of the district will permit the 
Loudon Congregational Church to use the school building 
for Sunday School and nursery purposes. (By Petition) 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
($300.00) ‘Three Hundred dollars for the purpose of main- 
taining a playground at the Loudon Grade School for two 
days a week for the months of July and August. Ages of 
children from four to sixteen. This to be under the juris- 
diction of the School Board. A qualified instructor at 
($10.00) ten dollars a day with assistance of local mothers 
and other volunteer help. Hours would be 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 
p.m. (By request of the Loudon Planning Board) 


13. ‘To see if the voters of the Loudon School District 
will vote favorably to authorize the School Board to ar- 
range transportation from their homes to the Loudon 
Grade School, for all children who are in the primary 
grades and live on any street, road or highway without the 
protection of sidewalks. Also to allow the School Board to 
make necessary designated stopping areas in congested areas, 
with a view of safety and convenience both to the pupils 
and bus drivers in mind, and to further insist these bus 
stops be appropriately marked with caution signs. (By 
Petition) 


14. To see if the school district will vote to have the 
School Board and any other committee members as neces- 
sary, make a detailed investigation of the annual cost, to the 
Loudon School District, to buy and operate two school 
buses; then, make a report of these costs at a special meeting 
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to be held within three months of this meeting. (By Peti- 
tion) 


15. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Loudon: 


The Loudon Elementary School opened the year with 
increased enrollment in all grades. To prevent overcrowding 
a combined grade was continued to reduce the pupil load 
in grades two and three. 

Because the first grade is large this year it may be neces- 
sary to make a combined grade one and two class for next 
year, and discontinue the combined group in grades 2 and 
3. This in turn will make grades three and four rather 
large to be managed in single classrooms. 

This increase in numbers, together with evidence that 
first grade enrollments will continue to be large, should 
cause some serious thought concerning adequate housing 
for Loudon pupils in the future. 

Tuition costs for high school pupils continue to increase, 
as do school costs in general. Such increases are to be ex- 
pected and will continue if Loudon hopes to maintain and 
continue the type of educational offering needed for the 
success of its children. 

It has been a pleasure to work with the Loudon teachers 
and with your school board to provide good educational 
opportunities for Loudon pupils.
